Carlisle Declines to Outline His Fi- 
He WILL AWAIT FOR EMERGENCIE, 


Should All the Free Gold Be Exhausted. 
A Conference with Senator Sherman 
on the Financial Condition. 


Washington, April 17.—Secretary Carlisle 
absolutely deolittes to outline his future 
fnuancial action, preferring to await the ar 
rival of the emergency before indicating 
what he will do. He had this morning an 
extended interview with Senator Sherman, 
who bas been twice secretary of the treas- 
ury, and this afternoon he will confer with 
the president. Beth Secretary Carlisle and 
the president have been overwhelmed all 
the morning with telegrams from New York 
and other points. The order for: $1,250,000 
of gold engaged for tomorrow reduces the 
free gold in the treasury to about $500,000. 

The policy to be pursved by the treasury 
department regarding the financial condition 
was probably settled by a consultation held 
by Secretary Carlisle and President Cleve 
land. All efforts to learn the result of the 
conference have failed. 

The Star says that Mr. Carlisle is under- 
stood to. be opposed to the issuance of bonds 
for the present at least. It is bis judgment 
that it wouid be preferable to ytilize a por- 
tion of the gold reserve fund until it becomes 
apparent that the issuance of bonds is an 
absolute necessity. Among the officials of 
the treasury department not the least fear 
or apprehension is expressed of any financial 
embarrassment growing out of the gold ship- 
ments. They are satisfied, they say, that 
the shipments ate being forced by those who 
would be benefited by the issue of bonds, 
apd that as soon as brokers and bankers are 
convineed that their attempt to issue the 
bonds will be useless, just so soon will the 
gold shipments cease. 

It will be remembered that when Mr. Car- 
lisle assumed the control of the treasury 
department the free gold was reduced to 
a very small figure: The officials feel that 
if Mr. Carlisle was able to meet the de 
mand at that time he can do so again.” 

It is understood that there is some dif- 
ference of opinion between Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Carlisle as to what course should 
be pursued, the president rather Icaning 
toward an issuance of bonds, should the 
free gold be entirely exported, while Mr. 
Carlisle feels that it would be better finan- 
cia] policy to use for the present a portion 
of the géld reserve, which he believes the 
secretary of the treasury

issue. 

In the order of the secretary on Saturday 
directing that no more gold certificates be 
issued at present Mr. Carlisle is considered 
to have taken an excellent precautionary 
measure, and the action is generally com- 
mended. 

There are three things which can be 
done—-either bonds can be issued, the gold 
reserve utilized to such a point that it is 
not considered advisable to utilize any more 
of it. or the coin certificates might be paid 
in silver instead of gold. It is likely that 
the latter course will be adopted, should the 
emergency arise. It is thought, however, 
that if the present month can be tided over 
the financial situation will assume a 
different appearance. Most of the spring 
importations have been made and the travel 
of foreigners to this country will be begun. 
The number of persons who usually go 
abroad each summer will be greatly re 
duced on aceount of the world’s fair, and 
on the other hand citizens of foreign coun- 
tries are expected to visit this county in 
large numbers and will undoubtedly spend 
a great deal of money while here. This, 
it is believed, will readjust the balance of 
trade. If the predictions and beliefs of 
some of the treasury officials are fulfilled the 
gold shipment will probably cease by the 
end of the month and the amount of free 
gold in the treasury again increased.

the employe responsible therefor required to 
respond in civil damages, 

Some of the Stealings. 

Among the principal findings by the as- 
sistant attorney general are ,these: That 
in February, 1893. a number of brass and 
iron molds exceeding S$d00 in value, wete 
sold by R. &. Brannon, captain of tne 
watch, without legal authority, and no 
return made therefor; that in October, 1892, 
a number of yards of carpet belonging to 
the government were disposed of by eaid 
Brannon and no returns made therefor; 
that in September, 1892, the said Brannon 
sold without legal authority a quantity of 
wood or lumber belonging to the govern- 
ment and made no returns therefor; that 
John RK. Ryan, an employe at the bureau, 
had in the cellar of his residence in Feb- 
ruary, 1893, as shown by the testimony 
of Lewis Hopfenmaier, a quantity of new 
government property, estimated to be worth 
from $100 to , consisting of pencils, 
paper and envelopes and other stationery 
supplies in unbreken packages and boxes, 
en from the weather bureau, and of- 
fered to sell the said prapert to the said 
Hopfenmaier; that on December 17, 1892, 
six or seven cases of type were, without 
authority, taken from the bureau and dis- 
posed of by employes of the government 
aud po. returns -made > that many 
other articles of property belonging to 
the government, such as stationery, office 
supplies, furniture, bound record books, 
chemical material and over eight hundred 
thermometers . Were taken therefrom in 
the months of July and August, 1892, and 
disposed of without legal authority and no 
returns made therefor; tbat five carpets 
complete for rooms of undetermined di- 
mensions and seventy-five yards of measur- 
ed carpet hive entirely disappeared from 
the weather bureau ‘and none of the of- 
fiers or employes thereof could or would 
furnish any information in regard to such 
property or account for its absence. 

The evidence also shows that there has 
been a decreased priee reported of the 
sales of paper made by employes of the 
bureau from 68.6 cents per hundred 
pounds, on an average io July 1, 1891, to 
46.4 per hundred pounds since the transfer 
to the agricultural department without any 
change in the market price thereof. The 
evidence shows that the property of the 
government has been removed from the 
bureau from time to time at the pleasure 
of the employes or officers for use at«their 
private residences, without receipts being 
given, requisitions made therefor, or any 
record kept of such disposition in the bu- 
Tren.

It further appears from the testimony 
that the captain of the watch, Brannon, 
practiced the loaning of money at high 
rates of interest to officers and employes 
of the \burean, both to those above and 
below him in rauk, thus placing his supe- 
rior officers under financial obligations to 
him.

All the proper - of the bank of every 
description is conveyed and the assignee has 
two years to wind up its affairs. The de- 
pesitors number about ene thousand, but 
the amount due the depositors is not 
stated, as the assignment was made in 
haste. Deposits received Saturday after- 
noon will be returned and they were not 
entered: upon the books of the bank. The 
officers of the bank- express confidence 
in the belief that the assets will pay all 
the debts. Schardt transferred to the bank 
life insurance policies amounting to $80,- 
000 and certain notes and real estate, and 
the assets exclusive of those transferred 
by Schardt amount to $161,000. The larg- 
est debt due by the bank—$86,000—is se- 
cured by mortgages and .collaterals. 

The other bankg of the city transacted 
business as usual today and there was no 
excitement .whatever. The failure was 
due to the defaleations of the cashier and 
not from extraneous causes. The capital 
stock of the bank was $50,000. 

John Schardt has $81,000 insurance on 
his life, and it was divided as follows, all 
of which has been transferred to the Me- 
charicr’ bank: Mutnal Life Insurance 
Company, of New York, $25,000: Penn- 
sylvania Mutual, of Philadelphia, $10.900; 
Aetna Life, of Hartford, $5,000; New York 
Life, of New York, $5.000: Northwestern 
Mutual, two policies, $5,000 each; United 
States life, 000; Mutual life, of New 
York, $1.000. 

There js possibly some doubt of the $5,000 
in the Mutual Life, in New York. The 
$1 endowment. policy in the same com- 
pahy * also doubtful. The thirtéenth 
payment had fapsed several days, and 
when payment was_ tendered Saturday, 
the agent refused to receive it. 


ZANTE IN RUINS. 


Great Loss of Life and Destruction of Butid- 
ings by Earthquake. 

Athens, April 17.—The island of Zante, 
one of the principal] Onian islands, was vis- 
ited by a most destructive earthquake this 
morning, resulting in great Joss of life and 
progerfy. In February and March last the 
islacd sustained a vast amount of damage 
by seismic disturbances, and a large num- 
ber of lives were lost. The shock this 
morning appears to haye been the most yio- 
which was destroyed. 
panie stricken, andthe authorities helpless. 
The streets are impassible, being filled with 
masses of stone and timber; the wreckage 
of houses which-were thrown down by the 
earthquake. 

Thus far the bodies of twenty persons 
killed by the falling walls, have been re- 
moved from the debris, and it is feared 
many more of the dead are still in the 
ruins. The number of persons injured runs 
up into hundreds. The greater portion of 
the inhabitants have fied to the plains 
back of the city, where they wander about 
in a distfacted manner, bewailing the loss 
of their homes and. property. The shock 
occurred at half past 7 o’clock thig morn- 
ing. Most of the buildings that stood erect 
after the shocks of February and March 
were either thrown down or shattered so 
as to be unsafe for occupancy. The church 
of St. Dionysius and the government offi- 
ces were thrown down, Advices from the 
interior show the whole island devastated. 
Many villages were destroyed, and it is 
thought the Joss of life is very great.

ELEVEN CONVICTED. 


A Highly Sensational Tarn in the Carrdll 
White Cap Cases. 


TRIALS BROUGHT 0 A SUDDEN END 


By the Confessions of Some of the 
Men, and Prompt Convictions. 


THE FULL STORY OF THE CRIMES 


For Which These Men Stand Convicted. 
How Witnesses Were Terrorised. 
Recent Happenings. 


Carrollton, .Ga., April 17.—(Special.)— 
The whte caps cases being tried in Car 
roll superior court had quite a sudden ter- 
mination late this evening. 

Dick Byrd was put on trial this morning. 
The state weaved a web around poor Dick 
who is a young man and. showed 
his guilt beyond doubt, and not only his 
guilt,.but the guilt of a number of those 
indicted by the grand jury. 

Lum Britt swore positively to Byrd and 
others; and Wiley Duke, Fred Duke and 
Willie Chambers, who were jointly in- 
dicted for the riot, were put on the stand 
and gave the whole thing away. The evi- 
dence was so overwhelming that the law- 
yers for the defense had all the prisoners 
brought in court and submitted the case 
to the jury without argument. 

They Are Guilty. 

The jury retired afd in ten minutes 
brought in a verdict of guilty in the case 
of Jesse Brooks, Sr., who igs a man fif- 
ty-two years old and a deacon in the Bap- 
tist church. 

Jesse Brooks, Jr., Willis C. Brooks, Bob 
Ayers, John J. Pollard, Thomas Roach, 
John Plemmons, Richard Byrd, Green Sim- 
kins and John Dukes. The bills against 
Wiley Dukes, Fred and Will Chambers 
were nolle prossed. The last three were 
boys who turned states evidence. Sentence 
has not been passed on the cases yet, but 
will probably be passed some fime this 
week.

History of the Case.

earried to the woods and their arms drawn

The Canse of the Ontrage. 

It is thonght that the whipping grew out 
of a lawsuit between J. H. L. Benford and 
Mrs. Mary E. White, but some say the 
whipping was on account of revenue busi- 
ness. It seems that J. H. L. Benford 
loaned John White, the husband of Mrs. 
Mary E. White, $100, and he gave a decd 
to fifty acres of land to Benford to make 
him secure. When the money became due 
old man White had removed to Haralson 
county, but his wife still lives on the land, 
and she refused to give it up. Armed with 
what was thought to be legal papers, Henry 
Benford, Price Benford, a bailiff and otherg 
threw Mrs. White out of her house, and an 
attempt was e to burn the house. 
Henry Benford is indicted for this crime. 
Many lawsuits, both civil and criminal, were 
the result, till at length Mrs. White wns 
thrown out of possession of the house, and 
Henry Benford, Mr. J. H. L. Benford’s 
son, moved into it. Mrs. White sued out 
a writ of possession for the land, and it 
was this case that was to have been tried 
at New Mexico district the day after the 
whipping.

While the whipping was going on orders 
were given to all that if they appeared at 
the courtground next day they would be 
visited the night succeeding and would be 
killed.

which embraces the hours from 
about the hours of daylight until 10 
o'clock a, m., and prohibits the carrying on 
of a lawful business during the rest of the 
day. They say that the larger part of the 
meat sold in the city of Macon is sold by 
dealers after the market hours, and that, 
as the ordinance provides for no inspection 
of meat elsewhere than at the market 
house, the purpose of the ordinance was 
clearly not intended to protect the people 
from buying uninspected meat. Nor was 
it intended to prevent the obstruction of 


the streets or the selling of ay meat on } 


any particular streets in the city. They 
complain of another provision of the ordi- 
nance which requires that any person sell- 
ing meat, even after market hours, 
elsewhere — than at the market 
house, with the exception of pro- 
ducers of meat from ‘the  coun- 
ties contiguous to Macon, are required to 
pay a license fee of $500, while persons 
renting stalls at the market, at a rate 
averaging about $150 to $200 a year, are 
not required to pay any license fee at all for 
selling elsewhere than at the market house. 
They complain that this inequality is {lle- 
gal and Shows that the purpose of the or- 
dinance was to force meat dealers into the 
market house in order that the city may 
get the rent, and not merely for inspection 
purposes, hey complain also that the 
provision which requires persons handling 
western meats selling after market hours, 
shall pay $500 license, while producers of 
meat from the counties in Georgia contig- 
uous to Macon are exempt altogether, is a 
discrimination in favor of home products 
against the products of other states of the 
union and is in contravention of the wfer- 
state commerce Jaw, and claim that it is ‘. 
legal under the federal law for a state to 
put any tax on interstate commerce, partic- 
ularly a discriminating tax intended or eal- 
culated to give an undue advantage to home 
products over the products of other states. 
The bill sets up that one of the 
petitioners, W.-L. Henry, has already heen 
fined by the recorder for selling such wes- 
tern meats at his place of business on Cot- 
ton avenne during the regular market 
hours, and that he is forced to close: un 
his business during the larger portion of 
the business dav, unless he submits to re- 
peated prosecution or gets relief from the 
federal court. The petitioners pray that the 
court will declare the entire market ordi- 
nance unconstitutional and void so far 
as it prevents the business of. petitioners 
from being carried on at any of the hours 
of the day. and so far as it undertakes 
to tax their business or subject them to 
fines. The bill was prepared by Mr. Ma- 
rion Erwin and is being argued by him be- 
fere Judge Speer. Citv Attorney R. W. 
Patterson represents the city of Mnucon. 
The case attracts considerable atteution. 


Judyment Against the Central. 


The Central railroad will have to pay 
the city of Macon $11,180.45. Of this sum 
$6,108.75 -is for taxes due for the year 
1892, and $5,000 is the annuity for the 
rear 1892 charged the road for the privi- 
ege of crossing the Ocmulgee river at 
Macon. City Attorney Patterson filed his 
petition some time ago in the United States 
court asking that the road be required to 
pay the $11,180.45. The taxes, $6,108.75, 
are assessed on certain property of the 
Central, Southwestern and the old Macon 
and Western, all of which lines are under 
the control of the Central. : 

The Central road, through its attorneys, 
made answer to the petition in which they 
anid it was a matter of great difficulty to 
determine what portions of’the property of 
said corporation as shown by the tax digest, 


gare taxable as not being property used for 


railroad purposes, and what portions are 
exempt from taxation under the charter of 
seid companies, and the road asked that 
the matter be referred to a master to ex- 
amine into the proof and determine what 
ah gm of said propery are owned and 
eld by the said respective companies, Cen- 
tral, Rooiiverdaieen and Macon and West- 
ern railroads. Judge Speer declined to re- 
fer the matter to a master, and directed 
that Mr. Patterson take an order for judg- 
ment against the Central requiring Re- 
ceiver Comer to pay the same. Judge Speer 
was not very complimentary to the Cen- 
tral’s attorneys for drawing up the kind 
of answer they did, and said they could 
have made a better defense. The court 
couldn’t act as judge and attorney, too,

MAJOR D. N. SPEER. 
_ The last hours of the dying man, whose 
life has been full of honor, are calm and 
peaceful, and no troubles of any kind are 
vhafing the gpirit as it hovers upon the 
borders of the spirit land. 
Major Speer's Ilineas. 

Major Speer’s health began to decline 
about a year ago. He suspected that his 
constitution was not perfectly sound sev- 
eral months in advance of any positive 
signs to the contrary, and like the prudent 
yan he is, used every precaution in order to 
prevent the advance of his malady. 

He consulted the best medical advice and 
followed the directions of his physicians im- 
plicitly. As an active man who had kept 
himself busily employed all his life, he re- 
alized the necessity of adopting the coun- 
se] of his physician. 

It was decided a few months ago, when it 
became apparent that Major Speer was in 
declining health, that the only thing which 
could possibly benefit him and prolong his 
life, was a trip to Hot Springs, Ark: Ac- 
cordingly he made his arrangements for the 
trip and left the city. 

‘the benefit, however, which the suffer- 
er derived from the waters of that éelebrat- 
ed resort was not such as his physicians or 
the members of his family had hoped. 
The malady was of that deep and radical 
kind which successfully defied the treat- 
ment of the patient, and after he had been

Major Speer had not been in Atlanta for

was informed that his life was in great

Paralysis was the last form in which the 
declining health of Majoz Speer. asserted 
itself. He wag stricken with paralysis 
about three weeks ago, and since that time 
his death has been momentarily awaited. 
His physicians have been constant and un- 
renutting in their attention, and everything 
that skill and affectionate nursing could 
accomplish have been freely bestowed upon 
es patient since the beginning of his mal- 

In view of the large and commandin 
person of Major Speer the pnt 
tion has very arisen

the cause of his illness. Throughout his 
entire career Major Speer has been an ac- 
tive man. This is primarily the oause of 
his trouble. As the treasurer of the state 
of Georgia he developed a marvelous’ ca- 
pacity for work, and was one of the most 
energetic officials at the capitol during the 
— of his administration. He had large 

terests as a financier, and held important 
directorships in at least a half dozen or- 
ganizations, in addition to the presidency 
of the Atlanta cotton mills, one of the 
largest industries in the south. The care 
a responsibility entailed upon him by 
these positions were necessarily a great 
strain upon his physical constitution, and 
he was too conscientious to discharge his 
duties in an imperfect or careless manner. 
He was thorough in everything he under- 
took, whether great or small, and that 
was the secret of all his prosperity. 

Elected a Deacon. 


Mr. Speer has always been a consistent 
and active Christian, As soon as he came 
to Atlanta, the first thing he did was to 
identify himself with Christian people, and 
he united with the First Presbyterian 
church of this city. 

He was liberai in all of his contributions 
and there was never an appeal made to 
the congregation that failed to meet a 
cheerful response from his pocket book. 

About a month ago a committee was ap- 
pointed from the congregation of the church 
for the purpose of presenting names to fill 
the vacancies on the buard of deacons and 
also the board of elders. On account of 
the blameless life of Major Speer, and his 
prominence in the church, it was decided 
t present his name to the congregation as 
one who was thoroughiy competent to fil!

Sketch of His Life. 

Major S 


r was of Scatch-Irish descent 
and was born in ‘Troup county, Georgia, 
near the present town of LaGrange, on the 
6th of June, 1836. His family was one of 
the most influential in that section, and its 
representatives were all enterprising and 
thrifty citizens. 

The immediate ancestors of Major Speer 
came from South Carolina, where the 
founder of the family in America settled 
during the early days of our colonial his- 
int several members 
of the family ente the American revo- 
+ boyhood of Major 8 

e 0 ajor Speer was spent 
in Troup county, where he derived his 
common school education. At a very earl 
age he entered Oglethorpe college, whic 
was located near the town of Milledge- 
ville, and was one of the leading Presby- 
terian colleges of the country. It was 
destroyed by General Sherman during the 
war, and was afterwards re-established in 
Atlanta. Its career was short, however, 
and after a few years passed away. 

Major Speer was fond of this institution 
and was a leading spirit in the organiza- 
tion of alumni members, which was recent- 
ly formed in Atlanta. His memory was 
very retentive and he was enabled to recall 
many incidents which had passed entirely 
from the recollection of the other students. 
In this respect his mind was a perfect store- 
house, and the members of the organiza- 
tion made frequent use of it in the ab- 
sence of any records. He graduated from 
this insfitution in 1858. 

In 1860 Major Speer was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Amelia R. Moreland, the 
daughter of Dr. John F. Moreland, one of 
the leading practitioners of this state. 

When the war broke out in 1861 Major 
Speer enlisted in the confederate service 
as captain. During the years 1861-2 he 
served as a major on the staff of that gal- 
lant officer, General John B. Gordon. For 
the remainder of the struggle he served as 
lieutenant colonel on the a of General 
S. B. Buckner of the trans-Mississippi de- 
partment. He was a brave and devoted 
officer and as such was frequently the 
recipient of marked praise from his sv- 
periors in command. 

After the war Major Speer began the 
practice of law in LaGrange under the 
firm name of Speer & Sveer. He remained 
in the practice until 1880, and was recog- 
nized as one of the most prominent law- 
yers of the section. At that time he had 
accumulated a large amount of monev and 
was reputed to be worth as much as $100,- 
000 


The citizens of Troup county in 1880 
presented the name of Major Spee? as a 
candidate for the office of state treasurer 
to succeed Hon. J. W. Renfroe. When the 
state convention met in August he was 
the choice of that body. The yoice of the 
people of Troup was such a unit that the 
whole state was convinced that a man 
who “was not without honor among his 
own people” was certainly entitled to the 
consideration of his fellow countrymen. 

When the election came off in the fall of 
the year Major Speer, although Mr. Renfroe 
was an indenendent candidate. received a 
majority of 93,000 votes over his opponent 
and he was declared elected. 

While treasurer of the state he dis- 
charged the duttes of that office with mark- 
ed abilitv and success. By withdrawing the 
funds of the state from the Citizens’ bank 
he saved over $200,000 for the people of 
Georgia. 

After vacating the office of treasurer he 
was elected the president of the Exposition 
cotton mills, which has oceupied the greater 
portion of his time. He has alco held 
numerous directorships in the banking es- 
tablishments of this city and also of New- 
nan. Monroe. Carrollton and LaGrange. 
He accumulated a large amount of proner- 
ty after coming to Atlanta and has long 
been regarded as one of the wealthiest 
men in the city.

Here Are Some Vetoes. 


Mayor Goodwin sent in two vetoes to re- 
tail beer licenses recently granted by council. 

The first veto was that of the license of 
Thomas Newman at 267 Mangum street. 
The mayor stated that he was constrained 
te dissent from the action of council on ac- 
count of the fact that the neighborhood sur- 
rounding the proposed beer saloon was a 
residence community. 

The next veto gave I. C. Henley’s pro- 
posed saloon a black eye, although the mayor 
stated that Mr. Henley was a very worthy 
applicant. Mr. gt was granted a license 
to retail beer at 567 Marietta street, but the 
mayor vetoed it on the ground that the pre- 
posed site faced Corput street, which street 
was a residence street and opposed the sa- 
loon. ! 

The Street Car Grant. 


Mayor Goodwin's veto of council’s action 
in granting the Atlanta Traction Compupy 
the privilege of extending its tracks acros- 
the I‘orsyth street bridge was read. 

He stated that he had examined very 
carefully the provisions of the. grant, mavy 
of which he approved, but found omitted 
several that it might be well to insert. His 
veto was not based on any opposition to 
street railroads, for he encouraged rather 
than discouraged them, and would give them 
every privilege consistent with good govern- 
ment. His objection to the grant as made, 
was based rather on the fact that it did not 

x the amount to be paid with reference 
either to the passenger traflic and volume 
of business or mileage of the company or 
system. He suggested that inasmuch as the 
growth of the city and the increase of travel 
over the bridge might in time render the 
crossing of the street by street railroads 
impracticable, that the city should reserve 
the power to withdraw or terminate the 
right to cross it on giving, say twelve months 
notice in advance. Such he believed to be 
only a reasonable measure of safetyeand pre- 
caution. He did not wish to propose the e:- 
tablishment of an inadequate charge for 
crossing the bridge, but wished to avoid that. 

The veto was sustained, and the original 
petition from the Traction company went 
back to the electrical and railway commit- 
tee. 

Killed Again. 


The action of the aldermanic board in re- 
fusing to concur in the ordinance of Coun- 
cilman Hill providing for the selection of a 
wa treasurer, Was reported to council. 

Mr. Hill made a brave fight against what 
he recognized to be strong opposition for 
his ordinance. He moved that council refuse 
to concur in the action of the aldermen but 
the odds were overwhelmingly against him 
and his motion was lost.

The first ordinance requires all ownere of 
la ae ang k a scuttle and ladder 
on hand for use of the fire inspector, and 
requires them to keep their roofs free from 
all combustible material and chimneys and 
parapet walls in repair. 

The second o nee requires all contrac- 
tors ‘and builders to notify the chief of .the 
fire department of buildings they have in 
course of construction so that they may be 
inspected. 

he next ordinance makes it unlawful to 
place in alleyways or within thirty feet of 
any building any boxes, barrels, lumber or 
any kind of combustible material for longer 
than six hours. 

The ordinances were adopted. 

Wheat Street Is Now Auburn Avenue. 


The spirit of change, particularly: as it 
relates to the changing of the names of 
streets, seemed to prevail in council yester- 


ay. 

Mr. Hill had a lot of papers referring to 
& proposed change of tke name of eat 
street to Auburn avenue. Citizens on the 
uptown end of this street had petitioned 
council to change, Mr. Hill explained, a cer- 
tain portion of the street. e committee 
had decided that coyncil could not change 
the name of part of a street, and had so 
informed the petitioners. 

But the capac were too badly stuck 
on the stylish name of Auburn avenue to 
give up on account of such a slight obstacle, 
and went’ to work to secure the aid of the 
residents on the other end of the street in 
securing the desired change of name. So, 
Mr. Hill said, the entire street now joined in 
the earnest request that Wheat street 
hereafter designated by the more pretentious 
title of Auburn avenue. 

He presented a resolution making the 
change. Councilman Dimmock spoke in favor 
of the resolution. He said there was an Old 
Wheat street running parallel: to greater 
Wheat street. The resolution was unani- 
mously adopted and people who yesterday 
lived on Wheat street now live on Auburn 
avenue, 

Bicyclists Must Have Lights. 


Mr. Hill said he thought the regulations 
thrown around bicyclists were about com- 
plete and he could perceive no great necessa- 
ry changes in them. However, he presented 
an ordinance making it a violation for bicy- 
cle riders to ride on sidewalks and to ride 
at night without lamps on their wheels. 

He also included the skaters in the clause 
about riding. on sidewalks. The ordinance 
was adopted. 

To Tax Telegraph Poles. 


The idea of taxing telegraph poles is orig- 
inal with Councilman Reneau. His resolu- 
tion that telegraph poles be subject to a 
tax of $4 each came back from the tax com- 
mittee with an adverse recommendation. 

Mr. Reneau felt hurt that the tax commit- 
tee should so regard such an_important mat- 
ter. He said the Western Union Telegraph 
Company had two hundred poles in Atlanta; 
the company was a strong one, so strong 
that it once required Jay Gould to manage 
it, and he believed it should be made.-to pay 
for the valuable privilege. He did not be- 
lieve in giving away valuable franchises. 
Every city had to derive its revenue from 
some source and he regarded telegraph poles 
as a legitimate source of income. 

Mr. Northen wanted to know if the reso- 
lution included wagon and May poles. A 
witty councilman said he objected to it be- 
cause it was a pole tax. 

The resolution was lost. 

Vagrant Dogs Disturb Him. 


Dogs are o disturbing element in the life 
of Councilman Beatie. He says his nights 
have been made hideous by their midnight 
serenades in unison. The life of his milch 
cow has been rendered a burden and not 
worth living by the noisy dogs, who seem to 
feel a deep personal interest in destroying 
her peaceful rest and nightly slumbers. He 
said that he had frequently gotten out of 
bed at night to request the dogs to. please go 
away and let his cow enjow her rest. 

Now he has a remedy for himself and for 
all others similarly affected. He moved the 
adoption of an ordinance striking from the 
present law on the subject of dogs the words 
“to run at large.” This change would have 
the effect of allowing the dog catcher to 
search the yards of citizens for any hidden 
dog that might be skulking there. He cited 
a pathetic instance of an old lady so r 
that she had to beg. but who kept two dogs, 
sleek and well fed. The proposed change was 
referred. 

Who Owns the Ground? 


Some question has been raised as to how 
much of the ground between the line of 
stores owned by G. P. and G. T. Dedd and 
others and the right of way of the Western 
and Atlantic. Councilman Secsors wants the 
matter settled at once and he introduced a 
resolution charging the committee on public 
buildings and grounds with the duty of in- 
vestigating what part of the land the city 
owns, and what railroads are using said 
land and by what authority. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The Early Bird Gets There. 


The Order of Railway Conductors will 
hold a convention two years from next June, 
and Mr. Reneau wants it held here. He in- 
troduced a resolution of invitation to be 
sent to the convention this year. Mr. Hill 
liked the idea so well that he said he would 
like to get them here sooner. 

The resolution was adopted and Councilman 
Martin, who is a delegate to the convention, 
was appointed to convey the invitation to 
the organization in May next. 

To Advertise Baseball. 

Mr. Hill introduced a resolution giving the 
Atlanta baseball club the privilege of post- 
ing in three or four conspicuous places an- 
nouncements on canvas oi games to be play- 
ei at Brisbine park. _

A Southern Industrial Problem. 

The recent action of an informal 
meeting of Atlanta business men in 
approving the enlarged use of the in- 
terest on the Slater fund for the indus- 
trial training of the negro is favorably 
discussed by the northern press.

Preserve the Uld Landmarks. 

We observe with regret a disposition 
on the part of some of our citizens to 
change the old names of our streets. 

It strikes us that this is all wrong. 
It, has been suggested that the names 
of Peachtree and Peters streets should 
be changed and at yesterday’s meeting 
of the council it was proposed to call 
Wheat street Palm street, from Peach- 
tree to Calhoun, and Wheat street from 
that point to Young street, and Auburn 
avenue beyond Young street. It is 
also proposed that Greensferry avenue 
should be called Battle Hill avenue. 

Such changes are unsatisfactory and 
confusing, and are displeasing to the 
people who have grown up here famil- 
iar with the old names. It is unjust, 
too, to the pioneers, the early settlers 
who were complimented by having 
streets named in their honor. 

The names of our streets are well 
enough as they are. It is time to call 
ep halt before the restless spirit of 
change wipes out all the old landmarks. 


A Serious Matter. 

We call the attention of our readers 
to the fact that the attempt to turn into 
a joke the demand of The Constitution 
for a fair apportionment of the offices, 
so far as Georgia is concerned, has come 
to a timely end. | 

It has been discovered that the prin- 
ciple for which we have been contend- 
ing goes deeper.than a mere desire to see 
the offices fairy divided. The matter 
rests, indeed, on the broadest possible 
grounds, and the demand in behalf of 
Georgia covers the rights of all the 
states that have been unjustly deprived 
of their fair share of the public pat- 
ronage. 

The deprivation has been made to 
work to the advantage of the north, not 
alone in the matter of office-holding, 
but in a more substantial manner. Gov- 
ernor Fishback, of Arkansas, in his 
recent letter to Governor Northen, 
touches on one phase of the matter 
that is not specially related to the de- 
sire for office. 

For thirty years nearly all the ap- 
pointments to foreign countries have 
been made from the north and have 
represented foreign interests. These 
officials have exercised a powerful, in- 
deed, an overwhelming influence in giv- 
ing direction to immigration. More- 
over, these appointees have been the 
rankest of rank partisans, and they 
have lost no opportunity to create a 
public sentiment in the countries to 
which they were credited prejudicial 
to the south, its climate and its people. 

Governor Fishback thinks the time 
has come when all this should he 
changed, and when the south should 
have a chance to present its advanta- 
ges through the favored representatives 
of the government. In other words, 
the south wants a fair show at home 
and abroad. This is why The Con- 
stitution insists and proposes to con- 
tinue to insist that Georgia shall have 
its equitable share of the appointments 
at home, in the departments and 
abroad—-under the civil service rules and 
outside of them. 

Meanwhile, we invite those editors 
who think the matter is funny to con- 
tinue their efforts. 


“Silver and the People.’’ 

Under this heading The Courier-Jour- 
nal returns to the discussion of the free 
coinage of silver. Our contemporary, 
replying to some remarks in The Con- 
stitution, says that it has looked to free 
coipage not as an end, but as a means 
to an end. This statement is so true 
that it need hardly have been written. 
It is taken for granted as a mark of 
intelligence and sincerity. To advo- 
cate any large issue for the sake of the 
issue itself and not for the sake of its 
results would be the extreme of folly. 
For instance, if the remonetization of 
silver bullion by means of free coinage 
will not give us a currency such as we 
had during seventy years of our history, 
down to 1873—a sound, honest and flex- 
ible currency based on silver and gold— 
then no reasonably intelligent person 
wants free coinage. The Courier-Jour- 
nal goes on to say: 

Recalling these arguments and reviewing 
the history of a series of failures to give 
stability to the value of silver, we have. been 
shaken, not in our belief that we should 
have bimetallism, but simply in our beltef 
that the way to reach bimetallism is by open- 
ing our mints to the free coinage of a depre- 
clated metal, at a ratio which gives that 
metal a fictitious value 50 per cent greater 
than its real value. 

The Constitution is right when it says the 
predictions of the monometallists have not 
been verified, but it is only fair to observe 
that the predictions of the silver men have 
been equally wide of the mark. 

Today we are, and for two years we have 
been, pushing into our currency channels the 
entire silver product of American mines, or 
its equivalent in silver certificates. From 
the first unt}] now we have invested $500,000, - 
000 in the purchase of silver, but, instead of 
gm sige ge pgs it has steadily declin- 

and today 8 silver is worth 
less than it cost. 908,000,000

Once more we refer The Courier- 
Journal to its own record. Was there 
ever a hint or an intimation of a belief 
on the part of sincere and intelligent 
bimetallists that the Bland-Allison act 
or the Sherman law would give sta- 
bility to the value of silver bullion? Did 
any disinterested bimetallist support the 
Sherman law in congress? Where 
there was neither hope nor expectation 
in? Did any bimetallist ever go so far 
would give stability of vaue to silver 
bullion that its effects did not touch, or 
that the Sherman law promised any- 
thing of the sort? 

There is one important fact The Cou- 
rier-Journal has strangely lost sight of. 
The silver that the Bland-Allison act 
touched has precisely the stability of 
value that our contemporary sighs for. 
The Bland-Allison act had dominion 
over only the bullion that was coined 
into dollars under its provisions. But 
so much of this bullion as it touched it 
breathed the breath of life into, and 
every dollar coined under that act has 
stability of value and is as good as 
any other dollar. If The Courier-Jour- 
nal will refer to its own record, or re- 
flect over the matter a little, it will 
easily understand why no intelligent bi- 
metallist ever committed himself to the 
absurd proposition that the Bland-A)Ji- 
son a¢t would or could give sta- 
bility of vaue to silver bullion that its 
provisions did not touch, or that the 
Sherman law would prove etficacious '- 
giving coinage value to bullion whicn it 
regarded as a mere commodity. 

Taking these facts into consideration, 
we do not see how The Courier-Journal 
can say with fairness that the predic- 
tions of the bimetallists have been 
equally as wide of the mark as those of 
the monometallists. Can our contem- 
porary cite any prediction of the bi- 
metallists that proved to be wide of 
the mark? It is certain that those who 
have earned the right to represent bi- 
metallism in current discussion have 
never supposed that any temporary 
substitute for free coinage would give 
stability to the value of silver bullion. 
They tolerated the Bland-Allison act 
because it provided for the coinage of 
silver, and because every dollar coined 
under that act was and is proof that 
free coinage would restore parity of 
value to silver bullion. They tolerate 
the Sherman act because it recognizes 
silver as a representative of money. 
The only prediction they have made 
that has not been fulfilled is that free 
coinage will restore parity and give 
stability of value to silver bullion, and 
it will be time enough to criticise this 
when it shall prove to be a false pre- 
diction. 

Perhaps The Courier-Journal is not 
aware of the fact, but it is employing 
the argument. of the sham bimetallists 
whose purpose it is to make bimetallism 
impossible. These arguments have 
been answered over and over again in 
its own columns, and, their fallacies ex- 
posed with crushing effect. Our con- 
temporary snys it is In favor of bimet- 
allism, and it is no doubt sincere in 
this, but even the beginning of bimet- 
allism cannot be reached here until sil- 
ver is restored to the place it occupied 
in our currency in 18783 when it was 
surreptitiously demonetized. The Cou- 
rier-Journal says: 

We differ widely with The Constitution 
when it says that the international aspect of 
the silver question is ‘essentially narrow.” 
It appears to us that as we send abroad our 
surplus products and that the price of this 
surplus, fixed abroad, fixes the domestic price, 
Wwe cannot possibly separate the «question 
from its intexnational relations, 

The cotton te is sold in Liverpool on a 
gold basis; are we to suffer the purchasers 
of our cotton crop to price It in gold, and 
then pay for it in silver at the present ratio? 

That would be the effect of free coinage 
today, and the actual net result to the planter 


would be a loss of one-third. 
We say that the international aspect 


of the silver question is essentially a 
‘Narrow one when compared with its 
vital importance to our domestic con- 
cerns. The Courier-Journal says truly 
that the price of our surplus crops, 
which is tixed abroad, fixes the domes- 
tic price, but when it goes further and 
says that “the cotton crop is sold in 
Liverpool on a gold basis,” it flies in 
the face of facts that it bas discussed 
and explained in its own columns time 
and time agaiy. The cotton crop is 
paid for in gold, but it is sold on a sil- 
ver basis. This is prectsely where the 
shoe pinches. At Liverpool the Amert- 
can crop comes in competition with the 
Indian crop. It must be sold for what 
the Indian crop® will fetch in depre 
ciated silver. The Indian rupee has 
never depreciated, but is as good as 
gold despite the decline in the metal 
from which it is coined. An ounce of 
silver. will make 21-2 rupees. At 85 
cents an ounce a pound sterling will buy 
nearly six ounces of silver, which, con- 
yerted into rupees, will pay for sixty 
pounds 6f eotton delivered in Liverpool. 
This is about 8 cents a pound in that 
market, equal to 61-2 in Memphis. 
Large or short crops vary these rela- 
tions, but no matter what price the 
American farmer gets, it is measured in 
silver, and it is invariably 30 per cent . 
or more under the price he would get 
with free coinage of both metals. 
.Under this “monetary dislocation,” as 
Secretary Manning aptly called it, In- 
dian cotton and wheat producers have 
a bonus that has been an immense stim- 
ulant to these crops. In .cotton alone 
the exports have grown from $39,570,000 


that mean a great deal to the farmers 
of the south. 

Thus we see that the loss of one- 
third which The Courier-Journal is pre- 
dicting as the result of free coinage, has 
been going on for years. Daniel Man- 
ning saw it, and in his second annual 
report said that it amounted to “an 
almost incomputable sum—a loss of mil- 
lions upon millions every year.” 

This was the condition when Mr. 
Manning wrote in 1886, and it has been . 
growing worse and worse every year.

WHO BURNED THE CITY'S STABLES. 


The City Detectives at Work on a Strong 
Clue—-The Stables to Be Rebuilt 


at Once—The Insurance. 
‘The burning of the city sanitary stables 
on last Saturday night furnishes ample 


employment for the detective force for sev- 
eral days to come and furnishes them with 
a knotty case for solution which affords fine 
opportunity for the display of detective 
skill 


force are at work on the case, and they are 
determined to ferret out the mystery and 
find, if possible, the guilty parties. That 
the fire was of incendiary origin no one 
doubts. The detectives went to work imme- 
diately after the fire on this theory and will 
continue to follow it. . 

Council yesterday offered a reward of 
$500 for the arrest with proof to convict of 
the person who set fire to the building. Al- 
derman Shropshire, chairman of the sanitary 
committee, who proposed the resolution 
offering the reward, said that the fire was 
of incendiary origin and he thought it very 
important that the guilty ones be found 
out and punished. The resolution was unani- 
mously adopted. 

. I¢ will act as a stimulous in causing other 
detectives to interest themselves in working 
up the case, and it is not at all unlikely that 
the city detectives will in a few days find 
themselves working side by side with a 
great army of detectives who are intent upon 
gathering in the $500 that the city has of- 
fered for the capture of the incendiary. 

It will be easily remembered by readers 
of The Constitution that two months ago the 
plant of the Atlanta Ferilizer and Glue 
Company, owned by Sshoen Bros. and loca- 
ted near the city dumping grounds was 
investigated by the city detectives. The 
Glue company factory was as much a source 
of objection and complaint with the citizens 
of that part of the city as was the dumping 
ground and they had made repeated efforts 
to have it removed. But the proprietors, be- 
lieving no locality as free from objection as 
that in which the city dumping grounds 
were located could be secured, refused to 
listen, to the requests of property owners 
that the plant be moved elsewhere. 

The existence of the dumping grounds 
and the fertilizer factory has been a constant 
source of complaint with the residents in 
that locality and they consider that they 
have sore grievances in this respect which 
the city should see righted. They claim 
that the existence there of the objectionable 
places has been a constant drawback to the 
prosperity of that part of the city and has 
caused it serious detriment. 

‘The complaints of several property owners 
in that locality have grown bitter and they 
have been heard to whisper vague threats 
which they would put into execution if some- 
thing was not done. So it was when the 
Atlanta Glue and Fertilizer Company’s plant 
was destroyed by fire the proprietors, who 
had heard of the threats that had been made 
at once reached the conclusion that the fac- 
tory had been burned by some one in that 
section, and secured the services of the city 
detectives to investigate the burning. Detec- 
tives Bedford and Green worked on the case 
for several days but got no farther than to 
become convinced that the burning was of 
incendiary origin but that proof of it could 
not be obtained. 

It is now believed by the detectives that 
the burning of the city stables was the work 
of the same party of miscreants. Che de- 
tectives are hard at work at it, and a@few 
days may turn up a sensation. 

The sanitary and street cleaning depart- 
ment is moving along remarkably smooth, 
considering the fire. Yesterday eighty carts 
were at work, and Alderman Shropshire, 
of the sanitary committee, stated that by 
Wednesday the department will be in such 
condition that the effects of the fire will not 
be felt in its workings. 

The stables will be rebuilt at once but not 
on the same site. ‘The new stables will be 
located on the hill east of the old stables 
and will be enclosed by a high wall feise 
which will enclose four or five acres. This 
wall will be so closely guarded that the in- 
cendiary will have to do some clever work 
next time. The work of rebuilding will com- 
mence right away. 

_Mr. Shropshire stated yesterday that the 
city had $18,500 on the stock and destroyed 
bu as while the total loss was only $22,- 
000. He said the city could not have taken 
prcater precaution if the authorities had 

nown the fire was going to occur. 

The Citizens Offer a Reward. 


Mr. A. N. Oldfield is chairman of the 
citizens’ committee which is fighting the 
dumping grounds. He called at The Con- 
stitution office last night. 
ween citizens out i way,” he said,

Said Mr. Oldfield further: “I do not 
wonder, just on hearing the news that 
the city stables had been burned down. 
under circumstances looking like incen- 
diarism, that the city should have thought 
of the war being waged on the dumping 
grounds, and connected the two. A mo- 
ments reflection, however, would show how 
groundless such a suspicion is. These peo- 
ple are among our best citizens. They are 
hard-working people, in the sweat of 
their brow, earn their bread, and no class 
stands more ready to maintain law and 
order. ; 

“Besides this, there are many other reas- 
ous which could be given for the incen- 
diarism. It is well known that gambling 
negroes frequent the suburbs, and select 
all buildings into which they can gain 
admittance for the purpose of carrying ou 
their games. I have heard that the city 
stables, and many other buildings of like 
character, have been frequently entered, 
despite the watchfuiness of the guards. 
These negro gamblers, smoking and striking 
matches, are the cause of mapy of the 
fires for which the public has to. suffer. 
J think if the detectives would turn their 
attention in this direction that they might 
find something to reward their efforts. in- 
stead of trying to turn the eye of suspicion 
upon an honest and hard-working eople.

MARVELOUS MACHINERY 


Which Has Been Purchased for Work in the 
Okefenokee. 


Soon will the superb timber of the Okefeno- 
kee swamp be floating upon the broad bosom 
of the St. Mary's river. 

Mr. Henry Jackson, the president of the 
company, stated yesterday that he has just 
purchased a complete skidder outfit for the 
purpose of handling the huge cypress logs of 
the swamp. This machinery will operate in a 
circle of 2,000 feet in diameter, transporting 
every log to the center, which will be the 
canal. The logs are elevated above the under- 
growth, and carrted along by means of a 
heavy cable to the canui—very mich in the 
sume way that the heavy stones now consti- 
tuting a part of the capitol building were 
moved and placed in the position. 

The company is now working about one hun- 
neerly all white. The canal is 
being extended westward through the swamp, 
and eastward to the St. Mary’s river. The 
dredge boat is about two miles and a half 
from the eastern margin, with which it con- 
nects by steamer.

Al- 
though he had one of the finest fish drops on 
the isiand, he never went fishing and there 
— not to be found a fishing tackle in the 

ouse. “on

Captain Postell was engaged in running a 
salt manufactory on St. Sunon’s isiand and 
was doing a good business, having a number 
of slaves that had been left him by his 
father. Instead of conscripting him the 
confederacy needed salt and he was put to 
work for the government.’ This he con- 
ducted most successfully. 

Captain Postell had an especial friend in 
old John Templeton, and once that gentle- 
man came with his entire family to epend 
the summer with him. Captain Poastell 
Jeaves six children, all of whom will be 
well provided for, and a number of sorrow- 
ing friends and relatives.

A Child Born in the Midst of Holy Rites 
While a Cyclone Is Raging. 


The following account of the opening cere- 


‘monies of the Mormon temple at Salt Lake 
- City is taken from a Colorado paper. 


It was

tution, who is now traveling in the west, and 
who enjoyed the rare privilege, for a Gentile, 
of passing through the entire temple: 

Salt Lake City—the Jerusalem of modern 
Zion, the mecca of the latter day saints—has 
presented a scene of queer, unwonted activity 
the past week.

The labor, tears 
and prayers of the sect for forty years tind 
a grand consummation, a full fruition in the 
completion and dedication to Almighty God— 
the same one we ali worship, though in dif- 
ferent faith—of a magnitficnt $4,00U,000 tem- 
pie—the bandsoniest in America, one of the 
grandest in the world. 

The saints are a fervid sect. They live 
in portents and prodigies. They believe firm- 
ly the occasion of the holy rites of their tem. 

le dedication would not passa without the 

vine presence—that God would give visual 
evidence that he was there, and honored their 
efforts, Dxpectancy ran high. Prominent offi. 
cers of the church warned the Mormon masses 
not to expect too much. God might not see 
fit, for their own good, to show the signs 
they looked for. But old elders and sisters 
of the flock remembered what Joseph Smith 
aud Brigham Young prophesied. Both are al- 
leged by living witnesses to have said: 
“When the temple of Zion is sanctified God 
will show His signs.’’ 

They came or at least, what are taken for 
them. Promptly at the opening of the serv- 
ices, ut 8 o'clock in the morning of Thurs. 
day, 6th instant, while thousands of Mor- 
mon peasantry congregated witbout the tem-

of the mavifestation—the sight, to masses 
earger with hope and creduious by supersti- 
tion, was appalling. It seemed another vis- 
jon like that of Moses on the mount. What 
was their wonder, too, when three beautiful 
white sea gulls blown from the inland sea, 
hoverd in the retreat of the temple spires. 
Doubtless some peasantry thought they were 
the spirit of Joseph Smith, Brigham Young 
and Jesus Christ, whom many expected to 
see pagest. It was not. hard, in fhat pres- 
ence, for the sanguine to fancy angels in 
whirlwinds. 

But the drama occurred within. An bamble 
woman who had come up from the south 
desert to share the glories of the occasion

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Governor Foster, of Louisiama, Talks on 


Development of the South, 
THAT GENTLEMAN WAS HERE YESTERDAY 


Don't Let Real Estate Speculators Get Hold 
of the Movement, Keep It Out of 
Politics, and It Will Succeed. 


Governor Foster, of Louisiana, passed 
through Atlanta yesterday afternoon on 
his way back to New Orleans. He smiled 
when asked if he was getting home from 
the inauguratign. 7 

“No, this is my second trip to Washing- 
ton,” he replied. “But 1 have not been up 
after an oflice,” he added. “This visit was 
first to Richmond to attend the convention 
of governors. Then 1 went to Washington 
and down to Portsmouth.” 

‘he governor said that Georgia has had 
the call on the ottices at the capital and the 
democrats’ of strange nomenclature from 
this state seemed to have a cordon stretched 
around the white house through which it 
was difficult for any oné else to pass. 

Governor ]oster thinks that something 
of great benefit to the south may come out 
of a systematic effort on the part of the 
states. “But it must not be left to the- 
orists,”” said he. “We have the country to 
be developed and the advantages are here. 
But if the movement is seized by specula- 
tors to make a large sum of money it will 
fail. Immigration can be induced 1@ come 
south, but we will have to show that there 
is something worth coming for. Money can- 
not be spent to better advantage than in 
encouraging immigration, but there must be 
some method in it, I favor the community 
system. Establish communities and get 

eople with common ties to settle together. 
‘ertile land is not the chief consideration 
by any means. The Germans, the Swiss, 
the Swedes and the Piedmontese farm on a 
small scale and wrest from the pooregt soil 
a sustenance which would absolutely as- 
tonish our people. And another thing of 
the greatest importance is that we assure 
these people, whether from Europe or the 
northwest, that they will have the utmost 
protection of our laws. They look for the 
co-operation of the citizens of the communi- 
ties in which they locate. Colonization will 
no further interest in the settlers than to 
not be a success so long as our people take 
sell them land. Probably the best field to 
draw immigrants from is the northwest, 
where the climate is so severe that it would 
satisfy the Esquimaux in winter. 
ple who have settled there are turning in 
other directions. So are the farmers of.the 
thickly settled middle west. California, by 
an expenditure of $30,000 in advertising, 
attracted the tide. A stream of new set- 
tlers is pouring into Missouri, Texas and the 
southwest from Illinois, Indiana and Ohio. 
Georgia has excellent lands, good railroad 
facilities and an inviting climate, or rather 
all sorts of climate. This state should draw 
immediate and large benefits from,any de- 
velopment enterprise. 

“An impracticable start will do us harm. 
Each governor is expected to have a six- 
thousand-word article prepared on his state. 
This work should be done by men thor- 
oughly competent, and by no theorists or 
mere politicians who want to be immigra- 
tion commissioner or something of that 
sort, with no more interest in the matter 
than a salary. While in Virginia I heard 
of a system undertaken ten or twelve years 
ago which impressed me. First, available 
land was secured, and it was fully de- 
scribed. Its character, with the water 
streams, churches, schools, timber and 
waste land was all set down, and when 
this was digested and put in shape it caught 
the attention of the Europeans. They can- 
not be deluded any more by flowery descrip- 
tions of climate and soil. They want fo 
know the character of the country before 
they will spy it out, and it is time wasted 
to write eloquent descriptions of any state 
and the people. Tell them what sort of a 
country it is, just what they can raise and 
how market it, that the laws will protect 
them and the ople will welcome them, 
and we can get immigration. Georgia, with 
her fine fruit and market gardening goil 
and climate and cheap lands, certainly has 
reason to look for her full share of the ben- 
efits to be derived from a movement in- 
tended to induce immigration. But we 
must not turn the movement into a land 
deal. for it will fail and retard true develop- 
ment.”
